New York, Jan. 17.—The steam- 


ship St. Louis arrived at her pier 


if here today after an extremely slow 


trip owing to leaky boilers. 
Her 


time from Cherbourg to the light- 
ship was thirteen days, five hours 
and twenty minutes—six days, fif- 
teen hours and twenty-five minutes 
behind the ship's best record. There 
was no accident of any kind at any 
time, and although heavy weather 
was encountered, practically all of 
the delay was caused by inabilit3' to 
get up good steam in the defective 
boilers.

After she was sighted off Nan- 


tucket last night the St. Louis made 
good time to New York and reached 
her pier ahead of the time set last 
night. 
A large crowd gathered at 


the American line pier and cheered 
as the ship came in with her load of

grave fears had been felt for several 
days. 
Every vantage point on the 


i big dock had been occupied from 


early morning and as the steamer 
passed up tho river before the dock- 
ing tugs had taken charge of her

It did not 
take long for the first and second 
cabin passengers to cross the gang- 
planks once the lines were fast, and

The Hamburg-American steamship

Louis from Southampton and Cher- 
bourg, proceeding very slowly. The 
Pennsylvania steamed close to her 
and asked the difficulty. 
Officers of 


the St. Louis replied that her boil- 
ers were leaking 
and sent a boat 


alongside the Pennsylvania in charge 
of the first officer with letters from 
the passengers. 
The first officer re- 


ported that the St. Louis boilers were 
leaking so badly that the ship could 
only steam five knots per hour in 
fine weather. 
They had on board 


eight days' provisions and water and 
all were in good health. The steam- 
er required no assistance.

It was sold by order of 
the superior court following a suit 
filed some months ago by the Fort 
Wayne Trust company to enforce the 
collection of a claim against the New 
Haven company.

Wol- 
cott, who is a candidate for election 
to the seat held by Henry M. Teller, 
has issued an appeal to the republi- 
cans members of the house to unite 
and expel seventeen democratic mem- 
bers whose seats are contested. Oth- 
erwise, he declares, a democrat will 
be elected senator. A majority of the 
seventeen members of the house who 
are supporting Wolcott, have signed 
an agreement 
that they will vote 


first, last and all the time for him 
for United States senator and will 
not cast a vote for any other candi- 


Representative Frewen, the Wol- 


cott leader in the house, has served 
oral pre-emptory notice on Chairman 
Breckenridge of the house committee 
on privileges and elections to the ef- 
fect that unless the committee re- 
port in favor of arbitrarily unseat- 
ing all the democratic members from 
Arapahoe county, and unless the vote 
on unseating the fifteen men be made 
jointly, instead of separately, 
the 


Wolcott men will not vote to seat a 
single republican. 


All the democratic senators but one 


have pledged themselves to unseat a 
republican senator for every demo- 
cratic member of tho 
house un- 


seated, man for man, so long as re- 
publican senators remain upon whom 
action can be had. 


Many of the republican members of 


the house who are opposed to Wol- 
cott's election are pledged not to vote 
for him under any circumstances and 
will not join in any caucus for the 
purpose of selecting a senatorial can- 
didate. 
If the republican factions 


fail to get together. Senator Toller 
will bo re-elected, or a deadlock will 
result, which may prevent an elec- 
tion of senator this session.

tention of the republicans to have 
it acted upon by the house on that 
day, as the first ballot for senator 
will be taken next Tuesday.

SEVERAL OTHERS INJURED 


Warship Was at Target Prac- 


tice Off Culebra When 


Explosion Came 


San Juan, Porto Rico, Jan. 17.— 


Five men were killed and four others 
were wounded, two of them probably 
fatally, by the explosion of a powder 
charge of an eight-inch gun on board 
the United States battleship Massa- 
chusetts yesterday morning, while 
at target practice off Culebra Island. 


Details of the explosion were ob- 


tained when the Massachusetts 
ar- 


rived here today. The explosion oc- 
curred in the starboard after-eight- 
iuctt turret, shortly before noon yes- 
terday and was due to the accidental 
discharge of a 
percussion primer 


while the 
breech of the gun was 


open. 


The full charge exploded in the 


turret and killed or injured all the 


ew of the gun, numbering nine 
en. 
Ensign Ward K. Wortman, 


who was in charge of the turret, es- 
caped injury, though he was stand- 
ing near the scene of the explosion. 


FINE DISCIPLINE SHOWN. 
Magnificent discipline was imme- 


diately shown 
by the officers and 


crew 
of the 
battleship. Captain 


Harry Lee, commanding the marine 
guard 
of the vessel, 
and Ensign 


Clarence A. Abele immediately flood- 
ed the turret with water and Lieut. 
Charles F. Hughes and Gunner Kul- 
wein went below 
to the magazine, 


picking up the powder charges and 
preventing further explosions, while 
Lieut. William C. Cole and Gun Cap- 
tain Soneman entered the turret and 
withdrew the charge from the other 
gun, whose breech was open. 
The 


survivors of the gun crew, when res- 
cued, were burned, 
mutilated and 


nearly dead. 


One man whose clothing was on 


fire, jumped overboard. 


In less than a minute after the ex- 


plosion three streams of water wcro 
pouring into the turret, preventing 
the charge in the other eight-inch 
gun from exploding.

Build Its Cut Of North

When the Western 
Pennsylvania 


road Is 
completed, through 
freight 


destined for the seaboard and taken 
aboard cars west of Pittsburg; will not 
pass through the Pennsylvania termi- 
nals In that city. Instead It will leave 
the Fort Wayne road 
at 
Enon, 45 


jnil«g west of Pittsburg, pass across 
the country north of that city and con- 
nect with the Low Grade division of 
the Allegheny Valley at Low Bank, 
about the same distance northeast if 
the city, making a line about slirty 
miles long. From Low Bank the busi- 
ness will be carried over the Allegheny 
"Valley'to Driftwood, where it will be 
transferred to the- Philadelphia and 
Erie road, now a part of the Pennsyl- 
vania system, giving practically a new 
route east and west. The construction 
of the cut-off will cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $6,000,000, or 
$100,000 
per 


mile. 
Bridges across the Allegheny 


and Beaver rirers and two tunnels 
contribute greatly to the cost of the 
line. Plans will be made for single 
Kid double track lines, and the double 
tracking of the Low Grade division 
and the Philadelphia and Erie as far 
as Harrlsburg 
will possibly follow. 


The preliminary surveys are made and 
the acquirement of rights of way will 
follow. Construction work Is expected 
to begin In the spring. With this cut- 
off, nearly all through freight carried 
by the Fort Wayne will be deflected. 
The project has been long In contem- 
plation. It was considered by J. Ed- 
gar Thomson when president of the 
Pennsylvania. 
It was given definite 


shape at the meeting of the boards of 
directors of the Pennsylvania company 
and the Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chica- 
go and St. Louis Railroad company, In 
Philadelphia, November 25. At that 
time It was given out that these two 
companies jointly authorized the ex- 
penditure of $7,160,000 
in 
Improve- 


ments.

seven miles above Tours, franco, the 
low limestone elilTs closing in upon the 
river from the north arc pigeon-holed 
with caves. From the baso almost to 
Hie summit, they arc found, hidden by 
vines and flowering shrubs, approach- 
ed by steep paths cut in tho roc!;, 
lying tier above tier, these curious 
human 
dona. 
A stranger 
driving 


i 
1 along tho road below might easily 
pass without, 
notice 
tho chimneys 


which, arising from among the vines, 
are almost, the only signs of ;ho vll- 
laSr."' And yet It is' quite a populous 
JilHix-. Ulih Roclie Curliun, aiul with "S 
neighbor, Mont Louis, one of the very 
earliest human sentiments in Europe. 


1 had heard of those ancient Inhab- 


ited cliffs that stretch for miles along 
'the Loire, and being at Tours 
last 


July, says a writer In the 
London 


Graphic, I slartetl one blazing Sunday 
afternoon toward Roche Corbon, which 
forms one 
of the 
host 
examples, 


though they are found elsewhere. AH 
we stand by the side, of the line and 
ECO the cliffs, towering steeply above 
us, with puffs of white smoke coming 
apparently from tho rook Itself, and 
here and there a window pane glint- 


ing high up In the sunshine, we apk 
each other how we arc to reach this 
strange village, which seems as in- 
accessible as an eagle's 
nest. But 


presently we find that steep and nar- 
row paths lead to every part of tho 
village. .The caves are on different 
levels, there sometimes being ns many 
as three or four ties of them opening 
on to uneven terraces that lie ono 
above tho other. I was taking a pho- 
tograph when a charming old woman, 
with a clean white handkerchief over 
her head and a long blue apron tloil 
around her waist, came to the gate 
by which ! war, standing, nnd asked 
me If I would like to BOO her home. 
It was just the opportunity 1 needed, 
and, going Inside, I found two pretty 
grandchildren, which gave me an ex- 
cuse for asking to be allowed to take 
a picture of the Interior. Tho room 
| was large, 
some 
twenty-five 
feet 


I square, neatly plastered and comfort- 


i ably furnished. It was even not more 


j dark than many cottages, though thr 
lighting was, of course, all from th» 
front, and it had the advantage, as tho 
old lady told me, of being warm In 
winter and 
cold 
in summer. My 


friends had two of these 
dwellings 


next to each other, both opening on 
their Irregular little shelf of a garden 
which was a perfect rainbow of flow- 
ers. One of the caves was for their 
own use, tho other served as a guest 
chamber. 


BEGINNING OF THE VILLAGE. 
I asked madarno how long these 


caves had been inhabited and 
she 


shook her head, saying that "she could 
not tell," but that they were very old 
and Uiat her people had always lived 
there. And, Indeed, I 
believe, 
she 


Bpoke the truth, for though the village 
possessed no history like its neigh- 
bors, Tourp nnd AmliroNo, it Is 
in- 


most certain that when these towns 
were nothing but forest land Roche 
Corbon was a thriving settlement In- 
habited by tho wild, skin-clad, Work- 
eyed little ancestors of my friends. M. 
and Mme. Calais. If one looks at a 
mnp of Europe showing tho area of 
'the great glaciers that onc<? covered 
It, ono will see that certain parts— 
river valleys mostly—were left barf, 
and of these the Loire district was 
one. 
Down these valleys rushed enor- 


mous rivers, of which those of todny 
are more trickling remnants, filling to 
overflowing the great 
bed, grinding 


out the sides, and as they sank lower 
forming the terraces that one sees In 
such cliffs as those at Roche Corbon. 
Tho water, too, found out 
tho 
soft 


places in the rock and wore 
them 


into caves and shelters. Now these 
cliffs on tho Loire must have been 
sonic- of the first in which man took 
refuge during the Glacial Period. Ho 
was always a chilly animal, and these 
caves faced south; they wore also 
near tho river In which were fish and 
there were great forests close at hand 
full of game. Thus In these caves 
man made ono of his first settlements, 
for ho found It an altogether desirable 
place to live in. So by degrees, as ho 
grow more cunning than they, ha 
turned out the bears and hyenas 
which had formerly lived there (be- 
ing sometimes In turn evicted him- 
self) and took possession of the cavea. 


That, was the founding of 
Roche 


Corbon. From that time to tho pres- 
ent Roche Corbon 
has 
seen 
many 


stirring times. Henry I. and the great 
Bockot met at Mont Louis opposite 
and rodo thence together 
In royal 


state to tho castle of Ambrolse. What 
a pageant that must have boon for 
Roche Corbon! Then It has seen our 


brave Black Prince many times an! 
Jean d'Arc at tho head of her men. 
It heard the boll toll for Louis 11. an! 
witnessed 
tho 
coming of Charles 


VIII. from his prison home at 
Am- 


brolse. Past Roche Corbon, too, came 
Mary of Scotland and her young hus- 
band Francis, and that, "pale horror," 
Catherine do Medlcls, with the hand- 
some Due do Guise. 


Then during tho massacres of the 


Huguenots and tho coming of Henry 
of Navarre there were anxious times 
for tho little Rocho Corbon, lying hid- 
den among Its vineyards, and many 
wori» tho poor irupuf>not.s. flylnfr for 
their lives, whom It sheltered In Its 
friendly caves. And now It has sunk 
Into a sunny and peaceful 
old age, 


like my friends M. and Mmo. Galals. 
1 look at tho little 
guest-chamber, 


with Ita clean whlto bed and sunny 
window, and wonder whether I shall 
ask my hostess to let me come and 
board with her next spring, to cat her 
cabbage soup and delicious omelettes 
(1 know she makes 
delicious ome- 


lettes), and hear her stories of the 
pretty daughter who left her cavern 
home to marry the Parisian shop- 
keeper. 


But I am afraid the ghosts of the 


early cave-dwellers would 
keep 
mo 


awake with their wild revelry, and 
that instead of tho roasting of coffee, 
1 should smell their terrible refuse 
heaps, so I say nothing to Mme. Ga- 
lals, but turn to admire the children. 


They arc so pretty In their white 


drosses and smart boots 
and 
hair 


Bcrewed up Into little knobs like han- 
dles to lift them by. M. Galals re- 
fuses to bo photographed, much to my 
regret, for ho is the 
typical cave- 


dweller, dark, watchful, 
morose as 


though from having lived too long in 
tlio *hn'lmv: but nmdnmo nnd tho chil- 
dren arc delighted—It Is quite a di- 
version.

Mmo. Galals. 
hastily 


placing some glasses on tho old oak 
table to givo it. a more natural aspect, 
and then they seat themselves and 
stnro at me. They Kat like statues, 
and if 1 had need of a live minutes' 
exposure I believe I might 
have It. 


Click goes tho Bhutter. I smile, and 
intimate that the sitting Is over.

Then, with many good wishes and

The library of congress is under- 


stood to be negotiating for the pur- 
chase of a rarity which, perhaps, is 
the most desirable single specimen 
for our national home of books. 
It 


is the production of the first printing 
press set up on this continent, and 
at present is in a private library in 
Madrid. 
It is the only copy known 


to be in existence and is somewhat 
mutilated, 
notwithstanding 
which 


latter fact its owner demands for it 
a fabulous sum. 


This volume was printed in the 


City of Mexico in 1540 by one Julian 
Cromberger, under the auspices of 
the Spanish missionaries. It has been 
asserted that the flrst printing press 
In the New World was established 
under the direction of tho first Span- 
ish viceroy of Mexico, Antonio de 
Mendoza, who went to that country 
In 1535, and who was distinguished 
for his devotion to literature. Men- 
doza is known to have 
founded a 


printing house some years 
before 


1551, employing a printer 
named 


Joannes Paulus Brisseiisdus of Lom- 
bardus (in the Latin phraseology of 
the time), a native of Brescia, Italy. 
Until a comparatively recent 
date 


one of his books, a folio volume ex- 
ecuted in 1549, was cited as the flrst 
book printed on this continent. 


FIRST PRINTING IN MEXICO. 
Investigations by experts in the 


Library of Congress have disclosed 
some interesting facts regarding the 
early history of the art preservative 
on this continent. 
It is designed to 


fcrm a collection in the museum of 
the library illustrative of each stage 
of this history, although the large 
price asked for such 
books ns are 


needed to form, or rather, complete 
the collection (for the library has al- 
ready a goodly nucleus) makes its 
»«ruizntion a matter of time. 


It is ascertained that the printing 


press was actively employed in Mex- 
ico within less than a century after 


the new art became generally known 
in Europe and for nearly a century 
before a printing press was intro- 
duced into the present limits of the 
TTnited States. The second American 
city in which a printing office was 
established was Lima, Peru, where 
a work designed to assist the priests 
in a study of the language of the 
natives appeared in 1586. 


At Cambridge, Mass., us Isaiah. 


Thomas asserts, in January, 1630, 
printing was first performed in that 
part of North America which 
ex- 


tends from the Gulf of Mexico to the 
frozen ocean. 


The beginning of tho work of this 


first printing office in the country 
was a sorrowful one. Kev. Jesse 
Glover, through whose exertions the 
press had been secured, and who con- 
tributed largely to its purchase, died 
on his voyage to the New World, 
and his sons had afterward to sue 
their stepfather for the possession of 
the press. 


This primitive establishment 
was 


subjected to the authority of Cam- 
bridge college, the president of which 
was censor of the press and responsi- 
ble for all publications until special 
licenses were appointed by law in 
1652, the press never being enfran- 
chised in Massachusetts until as late 
as 1755. 


One Green became the second prin- 


ter in the United States. Three hun- 
dred acres of land were granted' him 
in" 1658, but Mr. Green, it would ap- 
pear, could not find a suitable loca- 
tion for his grant until 1667, when 
it is recorded that 300 acres of land 
were laid out to Ensign Samuel 
Green, of Cambridge, printer, in the 
wilderness north of Merrimac river. 


In 1659 an Indian boy, taught at 


tho charity school of Cambridge to 
read and write English, was appren- 
ticed to Samuel Green, and took him- 
self subsequently the name of James 
the Printer, or James Printer. He 


printed Eliot's Indian Bible, to ob- 
tain a copy of which for the library 
a special appropriation was made by 
congress. He rendered such efficient 
service on this work that Eliot said 
he had but one man, namely the In- 
dian printer, who was able to com- 
pose the sheets and correct the press 
with understanding. 


Tha 
negro appears first in an 


American printing office under the 
direction of Thomas Fleet, who fled 
to this country for refuge from tho 
rage of an insensate London mob. In 
Boston he established a printing 
house with the sign of the Heart and 
Crown, and here his sons succeeded 
him in the business, although when 
the advent of the revolution gave 
rise to a strong anti-royal feeling the 
sign was changed to the Heart and 
Bible. 
THE FIKST NEGRO PRINTEKS. 
Fleet owned several negroes, one of 


whom he taught not only to work the 
press, but to set type as well. S.3 
found special profit in printing small 
books for children, popular ballads 
and such publications, which were 
rendered moro attractive by the wood 
engravings cut for them by the ne- 
gro artist. Caesar and Pompey, sons 
of this negro, also became printers 
and remained in the office of their 
master's sons. 


The first firmly established news- 


paper in North America appeared in 
170-1, but full fourteen years previ- 
ous lo this date one number or a 
newspaper had been published in 
Boston, which wp.s instantly sup- 
pressed by the authorities. To the 
publisher, Richard Harris, this ap- 
pears to have been no novel experi- 
ence, for ho had in his native land 
been fined for selling a Protestant 
petition during King Charles' reign 
and had also come to grief through 
printing a book with the revolution- 
ary title of "English Liberties." Be- 
sides these misfortunes, he was once 


set in the pillory, on which occasion 
hia wife is recorded to have stood by 
him to defend him against the atten- 
tions of the mob. 


Boston was early distinguished as 


the home of letters. Jamea Frank- 
lin, an older brother of Benjamin, 
established 
in 1721 a periodical 


which he made the organ of a com- 
pany of literary gentlemen, whose 
common characteristic seems to have 
been a total disagreement with one 
another. The Journal was ultra-rev- 
olutionary in tendency, its object be- 
ing generally to show the world the 
events of the day by assaulting all 
established beliefs and conventional 
manners and customs. Attacks were 
leveled indiscriminately at the Brit- 
ish government, the preachers and 
finally inoculation. 


Tho aged Puritan minister, In- 


crease Mather, protested 
publicly 


ngainst the Iniquity of the 
vile 


Courant, and warned its subscribers 
against being partakers 
in other 


men's sins. James Franklin was put 
in jail for a month and forbidden to 
print or publish the Courant or any 
pamphlet or paper of the like nature 
except it be first supervised, and he 
was finally obliged to leave Boston, 
like 
his 
brother, Benjnmin, and

An unexplored world Is opened for 


the American surgeon, who is admit- 
tedly the most daring operator in tho 
scientific field, by the discovery that j 
a paralyzed limb can be restored by 
uniting a dead nerve with a living 
one, thereby restoring the connection 
with the system, and re-establishing 
the lost current of power. This won- 
derful result has actually been at- 
tained by an operation just perform- 
ed by Dr. James K. Young, of Phila- 
delphia, who is best known to the 
medical men of the country by rea- 
son of having written a book on hip 
diseases that is regarded as a stand- 
ard work. Dr. Young, who is pro- 
fessor of orthopedic surgery at the; 
Philadelphia polyclinic >of the 
wo- j 


man's hospital and 
the hospital of 


the 
university 
of 
Pennsylva, 
[ 


nia, 
has 
long held 
the opin- 


ion 
that 
the 
surgeon's 
knife j 


could be used in diseases of the! 
nerves as well as of the body. The j 
delicate nature of such an operation 
and the fear that shocking conse- 
quences would result from 
cutting 


into the nervous system, has how- 
ever, deterred physicians from at- 
tempting to carry such a theory into 
practice. 
A case presented itself re- 


cently that seemed to offer a favor- 
able opportunity for experiment, and 
it was determined to make the at- 
tempt. 


The patient was Mamie Weis, a 4- 


year-old girl, whose foot was para- 
lyzed so that she could move it from 
right to left, 
but not from left to 


right. 
It seemed to the surgeons 


who examined the case that if the 
dead nerve, whose function it was 
to give power to the muscles, could 
be severed at a point where life still 
remained and united to the nerve 
that moved the foot on the other side, 
the limb would be restored to its nor- 
mal condition. 
If 
a chart of the 


nervous 
system 
be 
studied, 
it 


will 
be 
seen 
that 
the 
nerves 


separate 
from one center above 


the 
knee, one branching 
to 
the 


right, 
the other 
to the left. 
In 


Mamie Wels' case the trouble was 
that below the kneo the nerve was 
sound, but it had 
lost connection 


with the system, and was powerless 
for 
lack 
of 
force from the main 


source of supply. As explained by 
Dr. Young, it was like a telegraph 
wire that had ceased to work be- 
cause of becoming disconnected at 
some point between the main 
line 


and the sounding key. The logical 
course in such an emergency would 
be to reconnect the wire and restore 
tho flow of electricity. 
Applying 


this reasoning to the case of Mamie 
Weis, Dr. Yountj argued that if he 
could sever the nerve at a certain 
advantageous point and attach it to 
the nerve that runs parallel with it, 
the lost current, would bs regained 
and the paralysis cured. 


As may be imagined, such a dcll- 


cnte operation was not performed 
without cnrcful preparation. 
Dr. 


Young studied the nervous system 
in that part of the human anatomy 
with 
great 
attention for several 


weeks. 
He located the nerve by 


means of studious exploration in the 
dissecting room and was ultimately 
assured that he could find the nerve 
in a living person's leg, sever it at 
the right point and reunite it to the 
living nerve. 
It is impossible to 


imagine anything more thrilling in 
surgical science than this operation. 
To find a nervo in the network that 
runs through the human body is a 
work requiring the utmost skill. But 
to sever that nerve, transfer it to an- 
other part of the limb, bore a hole in 
tho living nerve there and insert the 
end of the severed nerve in this hole, 
is almost too delicate an operation 
for human comprehension. And yet 
this was actually done, and done suc- 


cessfully. 


But it was one thing to perform an 


operation in the presence of a crowd 
of medical men and another to de- 
clare the siill of the surgeon had 
cured paralysis. It 
would tak« 


weeks before the bandages could be 
removed in order that the joined 
nerves could be examined 
to see 


whether 
or not they had united. 


There was nothing to guide the sur- 
geons. 
Bones unite, of course. 
It 


is an easy matter to join ligaments. 
But no one could say that one seo- 
tion of the nervous system could b« 
made to grow to another, for no ona 
had ever tried such a thing. There 
was nothing for it, therefore, but to 
wait developments, giving nature 
plenty of time to aid the skill of tha 
surgeons. It was determined to say 
nothing about the operation to tho 
medical fraternity until the band- 
ages were removed. Dr. Lorenz, 
when in Philadelphia, was let Into 
the secret and expressed wonder at 
the daring 
of the 
American sur- 


geons. He requested that word b8 
sent him concerning the actual re- 
sult of tho operation. 


It has just been made possible to 


do this. The bandages were removed 
from the limb, it was found that the 
nerves had united 
perfectly, and, 


most gratifying of all, the paralyzed 
limb had been restored to a normal 
state, little Mamie 
being 
able to 


walk like other children, without a 
trace of her former disability. 


The possibilities suggested by tb« 


success of this operation are limit- 
less. Now that it has been proven 
that a paralyzed nerve can be re- 
stored and made 
useful by being 


Joined to a living one, there is no 
reason why paralysis in almost any 
part of the body can not be cured bf 
the use of the knife.

Jews at Beroea wnre exceptional in 
their reception of Paul's message. 
They were open-minded, ready to re- 
ceive the truth, whd her it conformed 
to their previous opinions or not. But 
though they accepted it with all readi- 
ness of mind, they did not do so until 
they hnd searched the Scriptures for 
themiselres. In searching- the Scrip- 
tures they have set u* an example. 


It was 100 mile* over the Roman road 


from Philippi to Thessalonica. Trace 
the journey on the may. They passed 
through Amphipolis and Apollonia, 
perhap* because there were no syna- 
gogues there. Paul had found that It 
was best to begin work with the Jewa 
wherever it was possible, in spite of 
the fact that «ome of them usually 
made trouble. Thessalonica,—modern 
Salonieo,— was then, as it is now, an 
important city, and hnd attracted a 
large number of Jewish 
tradera. 


"Three Sabbath days:" ThU was just 
the beginning; of the work. P»ul prob- 
ably remained about six months, and 
the majority of fcls convert* were not 
Jewa or persons whom he could have 
reached In the synagogue, but out-and- 
out Gentiles. "Kensoned . . . from 
the ScripturoK:" That is, from the 
Old Testament. This would be effect- 
ive with a synngogun audience, but 
not with the Gentiles, who knrw noth- 
ing of the Old Testament. "Opening 
and alleging:" IVamsay translates, 
"opening their meaning, and quoting 
to prove »hat it, wns proper that the 
Anointed One (the Christ) should suf- 
fer," etc. This idea of a suffering Mes- 
siah was opposed to nil Jewish ideas, 
and contrary to the letter of much of 
their mo«t precious prophecy, which 
had told them of a. Messiah who should 
be a glorious earthly king, and give 
the Jews the supreme place among the, 
nations. Paul showed them that they 
had missed the meaning of some of the 
prophecies, which spoke of just such a 
Heisiah as Jesus, suffering and dying 
for his people. 
"Devout Greeks:" 


These were heathen by birth, who hod 


cceptrd in part the Jewish faith. 
The trouble arose probably after 


months of successful work, the last 
part of it mostly among the Greeks. 
'Jews . . . jealousy:" Paul was 
winning men away from their ancient 
faith; he was preaching the hateful 
doctrine of a crucified Messiah; he was 
declaring salvation to be as free to un- 
circumcised G«ntil*s as to them; in 
spite of all they could do he was having 
great success; therefore they were 
jealous. "The rabble:" Instead of 
coming out and fighting in the open, 
these cowardly Jews stirred up a mob 
of the riffraff of the streets to do what 
they dared not do alone. 


When night had fallen, and it WHS 


safe, the two missionaries, with the 
help of their faithful friends, escaped 
from the city, and, leaving the Roman 
rood, struck out. In a southwesterly di- 
rection for Beroea, 50 miles nway. 
This city wns probably chosen because 
of its seclusion. Paul may have been 
in Beroea several months. Note nil 
the facts given in verses 10-12 about tho 
work of the pf oplv. But Paul's enemies 
were relentless and desperate. When 


reined. Yet he knew that according 
to her answer now would depend the 
shaping of his own future.
